SUBJ: JAKARTA PRESS REPORTS ON AMBASSADOR GALBRAITH' S PRESS 
CONEERENCE 

1. THREE JAKARTA PAPERS, SINAR HARAPAN, ANGKATAN BERSENJATA, 
AND HARIAN KAMI, HAVE CARRIED STORIES BASED ON AP WIRE 
SERVICE ACCOUNT OF AMBASSADOR GALBRAITH' S PRESS CONEERENCE 
IN WASHINGTON, APRIL 23. ANGKATAN BERSENJATA, AND HARIAN 
KAMI RAN STORY ON FRONT PAGE. AMBASSADOR' S REMARKS, AS 
REPORTED, ARE SUMMARIZED AS FOLLOWS. 

2. AMBASSADOR SAID HE BELIEVES INDONESIA WILL REMAIN A 
MEMBER OF THE ICCS AS LONG AS IT CAN CARRY OUT ITS DUTIES 
EFFECTIVELY. INDONESIA RECOGNIZES THE IMPORTANCE OF ITS 
PRESENCE IN VIET NAM, FROM THE STANDPOINT OF ITS OWN 
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INTERESTS, AS WELL AS THE INTERESTS OF SOUTHEAST ASIA AND 
THE WORLD, IN SERVING ON THE ICCS. 

3. HE SAID INDONESIA HAS NOT EORMALLY THREATENED TO WITHDRAW 
EROM THE ICCS, ALTHOUGH IT HAS EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT 
THAT THE COMMISSION IS NOT ABLE TO FULFILL ITS FUCTIONS. 

4. TURNING TO ECONOMIC MATTERS, THE AMBASSADOR SAID 

'' AMONG DEVELOPING NATIONS, INDONESIAN HAS GOOD OPPORTUNITIES 
EOR ACHIEVING ITS GOALS " , AND ADDED THAT " THEY ARE ALREADY 
TAKING STEPS TOWARD ACHIEVING THEM." 

NE NOTED THAT INDONESIA PRODUCES MORE THAN ONE MILLION BARRELS 
OE PETROLEUM A DAY, AND IT EXPECTS TO INCREASE PRODUCTION 
TO THREE MILLION BARRELS A DAY BY 1985, BUT WHETHER THE U. S. 

WILL OBTAIN MOST OE THIS INCREASED PRODUCTION REMAINS 
PROBLEMATICAL IN VIEW OE WORLD COMPETITION AND PRICE 
COMPETITION. THE AMBASSADOR ADDED THAT IN ADDITION TO THE 
ANTICIPATED INCREASE IN OIL PRODUCTION, THERE HAVE BEEN TWO 
NEW DISCOVERIES OE LARGE NATURAL GAS EIELDS. HE EXPRESSED 
HOPE THAT A PORTION OP THIS GAS WOULD GO TO THE UNITED STATES. 

HE SAID MORE THAN $1 BILLION WILL BE NEEDED EOR LIQUIPICATION 
PLANTS EOR THIS GAS AND TANKERS TO CARRY IT TO THE WEST 
COAST OF THE UNITED STATES. 

5. COMMENTING ON INDONESIA" S NEED TO INDUSTRIALIZE, THE 
AMBASSADOR SAID PRESIDENT SUHARTO HOPES THAT MORE MOB- 
PRODUCING INDUSTRIES WILL BE DEVELOPED IN INDONESIA TO 
ABSORB THE NATION" S LARGE RESERVOIR OP LABOR. HE ESTIMATED 
THAT OUT OP A LABOR FORCE OF APPROXIMATELY 40 MILLION 
PEOPLE IN INDONESIA, HALE OP THEM WERE EITHER UNDEREMPLOYED 
OR SEARCHING FOR WORK. THE AMBASSADOR SAID HE EXPECTED 
INDONESIA TO DEVELOP MORE INDUSTRIES AND A MARKET ECONOMY. 

6. THE AMBASSADOR ALSO OBSERVED THAT THE INDONESIAN 
GOVERNMENT IS NOW SEEKING TO PROTECT ITS COASTLINES AND 
ALSO TO PROTECT FISHING IN THE STRAITS OF MALACCA WHERE 
THE PLOW OP OIL TANKERS AND OTHER TRAPPIC IS CREATING 
POLLUTION. HE SAID, HOWEVER, THAT HE SAW LITTLE CHANCE 
THAT INDONESIAN WOULD ATTEMPT TO LIMIT THIS FLOW OF
